EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

elements and resolution of the means for deriving a digital representation and the 
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means for converting the digital correction signal are selected such that the voltage 
supplied to the load has a tolerance equal to or better than approximately +/1 2%. 
Therefore, claims 2 and 4 are presently allowed.
